Hero of Lissa Is Recelved with
Naval Honora at the Navy Yard,

This morning the denizens und frequenters of
Lhe Navy Yard were conscious of something
about to occur ont of the usugl order of events,
There was some bugtle and counsiderable confu-

on, and a squad of men were even observed

earing away the snow infront of the head-

uarfers jnst within the gates, These prelimi-

aries were had with the view of extending to
Admiral Tegethoff, the chief of the Austrian
Navy, and bero of the famous battle ol Lissa,
who §s now stopping in thie city, s reception in
accordanee with his rank and fame,

The Admiral is stopping st the Countinental,
which place he left this morning shortly after
10 o'clock, and at a quarter before 11 his car-
riage was drawn up in front of the main en-

tiance to the Navy Yard., In the meantime the
Commundant of the Yard, surrounded by his
principal subordinates, had taken their statlons
just wront of headguariers, woile immedintely
opposite them was & futl compuny of Marines of
the most faultless exterfor und bearng,

The company ol officers comprised the fol-
lowing gentlemen :—Commaodore Thomuns 0.
Selfriage. Commandant ot the Navy Yard; Com-
modore H. K, Hott, Chief of the Urduance De-
pariment; Commuodere Glisson, Commpudant
of the League Isiand Iron-clad Stantion; Caprain
Willtum H, Macoomb, Execative Oflicer: Chiet
Engineer Theodore Zeller, Chief ol the Depart-
ment of Bteam Engineering; Chief Engineer
Ohorles Stoart, President of the Esxamining
Bourd: Commander I, Lynch, Naval Store-
keeper: Naval Contractor Sumuel Pook; Com-
mander Shirk, Navigation officer; and Com-
mander Adams, Assistant Executive officer,

The gntes were then thrown open, aud the
distinguished stranger was driven some dis-
tance into the Yard, where he alighted and was
recerved by Commodore Seliridge. The Muarines

Iridge then presented the Admiral to the heads

Admirsl Tegetholt is a native of the city of
Trieste, and has besn 1 the Austrian nuyal
service for many years, during the greater part
of which he has been a great favorite with the
ruling powers, aod has thos risen to the
highest rank without haviug been epguged In
any battle of congeguaence until his encounter
with the Italian fieet off Lissa during the past
summer. Dunug tbe Criniesn War he com-
manoed the Anstrian fleet in the Baltie, but
found hiz position very moch of & sinecure,
The Austrian Admirsl well merit« hig high
digpities, as hre i= 8 erear advoeate of naval
fmprovements o1 all Kinds, especially those with
reference to the eonstraction of iron-clad, and
their subsiitution for the old-fashioned wooden
walls, This last ie the principal objeot of the
Admiral's visit 1o the United Stutes.

ESEAY BY REV, J. B, DODDING,

The influence of books is o remarkable fact In
the history of man, aud it may be questioned
whother any single olass of agénctes has inig-
enced the destinies of the world to n groatoer, If
to an equal extent, Their carcer Is silent and
nnostentations, but has everywhere produced
the most wonderful results, “The works of
Homer," saye a standard aatbor, “the ‘Lliad’
and "Odyssey, ure supposed by some to have done
great injury 1o mankind by Inspiring s love of
military glory.” Alexander wus aaid to sleep
with them slways on Wiy plilow, COwsar's ambi-
tion was greatly erimulated by the “History ot
Alexander.” “When he was reading this hie-
tory." says Plutarch, “hs was so much affectod
with it that he sat pensive for a long time, and
nt Inst burst ouf with tears.” As his friends
were  wondering what might be  the
reason, he sald, Do you mnot think
I have sufliclent csuse for concern, when
Alexander, at my age, relgned over ko many
conquered countries, and I hiave notone glorious
achieyement to boast ™ And immedintely on his
arvival in Spuin he apphed himsell with great
diligence to business, and having added fen new-
ruised coborts to the twenty he received Lhere,
he marched against the Callacriaus snd Lusita-
nlaue defented them, and penetrated to the ovean,
reducing nations by the way, that had not felt
the Roman yoke,”™ Vollalre telle us that until
near the close of hus Hie Churles X11, of Swaden,
had read nothing but “Cesar's Commenturies”
and the “History of Alevander,” Bcott says
that Plutarch (whose principal heroes are
Alexander, Umsar,'and other military clilelftains)
wits Napoleon's tavorite author, upon the stady
of whom he had 0 modelled his oplmons and
habits of thoughts, that Paoli afterward
prenounced hun a young man of an antique
cust, resembling one of the c¢lassical heroes,
S0 wedded, indeed, was he to this nook, that he
used constantly to carry it with him, richly
encased, apd wis tu the habit of placing It, with
his sword, under his pillow. It may, indeed, be
too much to assume that the examples of thos:
men, as preserved in history, are the sources of
the great revolutions of modern Europe, or all
the waste of life and treasure resulting from
the brilliant but bloody and desolating carecrs
ol Churles XI1 and Napoleon I's but facts wonld
secm to justify the conviction that they had
very much to do with these results. Nicholas
Lyru—Anplice, Harper—about A. D. 1300,
wrote shorl comments on the wlole Bible,
which are allowed 1o be very judicious,
and in which be reprebhends many of the reien-
ing abuses of Popery. [t is supposed (says Dr,
Adam Clarke) that from these Martin Luther
borrowed much ol the light which brought
about the Reformation. Hence 1t ha# beeo
spid, 11 Lyra had not Harped on profanation,
Luthier had not pianned the Reformation.” [t
was the light whick streamed forth from the
Dible, thus opened to the mind of a German
mouk, which startled benighted Europe, and
broke the chain of that system of degrading
superstition by which the people bad opeen
enslnved through a lone night of unbroken
darkness, and enfranchised the natlons,
About two hundred years ago. a plain but
curnest minister, fv a conntry rown of Epgland,
wrote a little book of not more than one
hundred rasros. and of no literary pretensions.

Some threedourths of a century afterwards
this hitele book kindled the Hame of religious
zeal in the heart and life of Phatip Doddridee,
and resulted in the writing ol another book
on the sawe general subject, which was the
weans of the conversion ol that embodiment
of all that is pure spd elevated In our com-
man humanity, William Wilberiorce, who in
his turn produted g book whlch was the instry-
ment of awakemng Leigh Richmond, who,
under the influcnce of this change, wrote his
“Dulrymun’s Davghter,"” which nas multiplied
into miilions al coples, and is pruted in many
languages, and has been ivs rumeutal in hun-
dreds ol conversions; and to-day., not only in
the chiel countries and langunees of Christen
dom, but ia2 farof ‘“‘seagirt [swuods”
may be found men offering prayer
and prajse to the Christinng’ God in strunge
dianlects, whose converslon ¢ the direct thoneh
distant result of the little hook wrilten by
Richurd Baxter some two hundred jears ago.
It 15 the gloiy of our are that it inherits the
intellectual treasures of all' the preceding azes,
The ereat names of other tmes have all con-
tributed by their genins to envich and elevate
us, We hive, as it were, in the very focus of the
intellectunl rays of ull the nges of the pust, The
Intelleet and industry of those sges have ran-
sucked the creation to lay its trensures at our
leet, and the inventive genius and rtireless
activity of the present age have united the in-
ppmerable rays of the larstreaming glory in
the mental soil of this, more fully than
thut of any other country, The ex-
traordinary facilities for acquiring infor-
mation which we eojoy, assoclate with them
corresponding oblications for their improve-
mwent. Where iguorance is unavoldable, it may
be excused; but where it results from idlencss
or indifference, it s o disgrace, That young
man can koow little of th= dignity and wade-
veloped grandeur of his anooliestosl fenlties
who is indiiferent about iheir cultivation, He
must be utterly ignorsnt of the majesty of that
:-.oru[|-h within hum, who would shut {umwll’ up in
the darkness of utter lgnorance, or be willing to
bind bimsell down in gebasing servitade to low
and sensual pursuits, Butsmidst the riek luxuri-
ance of these Intellectual toples, where
everything that can nourish and besuuly
our spiritun]l nature 15 scattered around
us in  such wondertul profusion, there
i+ much that is ot only fujurious, but mueca
wleo which 18 falaily powonous, 1L is of the
utmost copsequence, therefore, that fn making
i selection we should take counsel of the wise
and experienced. There is o class of writers,
the fountain of whose geniug secems o have been
poisoned; and while the sparkling stream is
beautiful and attenctive, it also carries with it
the ratol virus. To these individuals, the
protty fable by which the Ducpess of Orleqns
ilinstrates the churacter of her #on, might, with
litile chapge, be apphied. “All the fuires,” says
the fable, *save one hmil been biddew to his
crudle, All the gosips had bern prafnse
in their gins, Ouoe had bestowed nobility, an-
other gensus, o thwd beowly; the malignant eif
that had not been invited came lust, snd, nuable
tu reverse what ber gisters had doue tor thelr
favorite, mixed up 8 corse with every blessing.
#o the genius, nobility, and beguty of such men
as Byron. Bhelley, Bulwer, Sue, Dickens, ote.,
seem wised with curses, The speaker then
censured Dlokens very severely, mvineg as a
reason lor so doing his delight 1o vidieote evan-
gelical religlon. He also condemned Sae, ant
